
GRADUATE SPEAKER CHALLENGES TO SPIRITUAL REFORMATION

Two years ago during the commencement ceremony 
at Harvard University, Aleksandr Isaevich Solzhenitsyn 
addressed the graduating class with words that stunned 
our nation. With his perspective as an outsider to our 
culture, he exposed the flaws in our society as he saw 
them. His main complaint against American culture was 
that Americans have no courage. He said we are a 
cowardly nation, and he is right. Solzhenitsyn cited as 
example the continual retreat of American influence in 
the face of Soviet aggression. And he cited many other 
examples, all of which have only grown worse since his 
speech. 

The American Spirit is Lazy 

Further, Solzhenitsyn said that the reason America 
has no courage is because of a lack of spirituality. The 
difference between Europeans and Americans is the 
European's spirit has been forged and honed by years of 
persecution and hardship. While the American spirit has 
grown fat and lazy by years of wanton pleasure. 


DAVE MARVIN 

Before coming to Bryan I was given some advice that 
seems very significant now that my four years of college 
have come to a close. That advice was, "Don't let your 
studies interfere with your education." Although I 
thought the advice was rather humorous at the time, I 
found it to be very good advice as l went through my 
four years of college. 

During my stay at Bryan I learned as much about life 
through teachers, students, and extra-curricular activities 
as I could hope to learn. This was just complementary to 
what I learned from the books or academic aspects of 
school. 

As a second generation student, it has been very 
rewarding to me to see that Bryan College has only 
changed for the better over the years; but college 
officials remain the same on their overall stand for the 
Lord. With a wonderful faculty which exemplifies 
through their lifestyle the motto of the school, and an 
administration that keeps things going, it has been a 
pleasant experience for me these past four years. I have 
learned much here at Bryan, not just through books, but 
through these wonderful people who continue to uphold 
"Christ Above All." 


Two years ago, many agreed with Solzhenitsyn's 
assessment; today even more do. But even though he has 
a remarkably clear view of the American predicament, 
he has no answer. According to his philosophy, the only 
way America can be healed is by undergoing persecution 
and hardship. That is no real answer to our dilemma. He 
clearly identified the problem, but he had no answer. 

School of Faith 

Thirty-four hundred years ago another commence- 
ment ceremony was being held. It was not at a large 
prestigious university like Harvard, but rather in a very 
small school stuck out in the middle of nowhere, in the 
hot sands of the desert on the east side of the river of 
Jordan. Though this commencement was seemingly 
insignificant, its influence has been felt the world over. 

The student body was small; in fact, it numbered but 
one. The reason it was so small was because the program 
was so long and hard— forty years in the desert. The 
student's name was Joshua. 

For forty years, God was teaching Joshua in the 
desert, with his assistant professor named Moses. The 
curriculum at first would seem simple— faith. For forty 
years God was teaching Joshua faith. Joshua saw with 
his own eyes the parting of the Red Sea. He saw the fire 
of God on the mountain. He saw the face of Moses as it 
shone with the glory of God. Joshua saw the cloud 
leading by day and the pillar of fire leading by night. He 
saw Moses strike the rock and he saw the water gush out. 
He saw God provide their food every day and protect 
their clothes from wear. He saw God defeat the enemy 
before the nation of Israel. And through all of this, 
Joshua was learning to trust God when troubles came. 
He learned to look to God, not to man. 


CATHY JEWETT 

When I graduated the first time from Bryan College in 
1964 I decided I could do it again. I must admit that my 
first graduation did not involve quite as much as did my 
second, since the first was from Bryan College kinder- 
garten. I honestly believe that the determination of a 
five-year-old stuck with me through those next 16 years. 

Bryan was the only college I even considered, and 
there was no question as to what I would do. I wanted 
to sing. When I finally made it to Bryan, I thought I was 
ready for everything; but I found out differently. The 
Lord had a lot to teach me. Each year brought new 
challenges, troubles, questions, and needs which did not 
always have the solutions or answers I wanted. I now am 
beginning to see some of the reasons for the things I 
went through. 

In these last few weeks I have had the opportunity to 
reflect back on these times with others of my class, and I 
have seen the way the Lord has worked in our lives, 
separately and together. There are regrets that come 
from not getting to know some until almost too late, but 
also the unique promise that we will be able to spend 
eternity together. 

The determination of a five-year-old brought me a 
long way— a way of challenge and of beautiful friend- 
ships which will last forever. 


Therefore, when Joshua was to graduate from the 
school of the desert, God Himself spoke to him saying: 

No man will be able to stand against you all the 
days of your life. Just as I have been with Moses I 
will be with you. I will not fail you or forsake you. 

Be strong and courageous, for you shall give this 
people possession of the land which I swore to 
their fathers to give them. Only be strong and 
courageous, to be careful to do according to all the 
law which Moses My servant commanded you: do 
not turn from it to the right or to the left, so that 
you may have success wherever you go. This book 
of the law shall not depart from your mouth, but 
you shall meditate on it day and night, so that you 
may be careful to do according to all that is 
written in it; for then you will make your way 
prosperous, and then you will have success. Have I 
not commanded you? Be strong and courageous! 

Do not tremble or be dismayed, for the Lord your 
God is with you wherever you go. 

Here was Joshua, leading a band of trembling Jews to 
attack a band of mighty warriors. God says, "Be strong 
and courageous!" God did not suggest, he commanded! 
He also commanded Joshua to continually study God's 
Word, and not to stray from it either to the right or to 
the left. God said that if Joshua obeyed God's com- 
mandments and walked in them, he would be successful. 
There was no doubt in what God said. Joshua would be 
successful. 

Five Years Left for America 

Men and women, we live in a society that is 
characterized by fear, anxiety, and cowardice. Time is 
running out on our nation. Francis A. Schaeffer said 
recently that he believes our nation will only stand 
another five years. Five years, think about that. He 
believes our culture will collapse in five years, unless 
there is a spiritual reformation on a scale unprecedented 
in American history. 

Men and women, it is up to us to trust God and allow 
him to work through us to carry out this reformation. 
No one else will do it, and we may only have five years. 
We must be successful. This is one time when defeat will 
truly mean disaster. 

Reformation or Judgment 

God has shown us how we can be successful. We must 
stay in His Word, meditating on it day and night. 
Secondly, we must walk in His commandments. We must 
not stray to the right or to the left, caught up in the 
hassle of the society of our day. And third, we must go 
into our places in society and proclaim the gospel with a 
spirit of strength and courage; or else we will stand 
before our God and answer why we did not. 

God has promised success. We must learn the faith 
that Joshua knew. We must trust God to divide the sea. 
We must trust God to bring water out of the rock. And 
we mVist trust God to defeat our enemies before us. This 
is the only way we will bring about the necessary 
spiritual reformation. 

Men and women, God has commanded us to go forth. 
Let us go forth in a spirit of courage and strength.
